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A response to this Restriction Requirement was originally due on January 7, 2006. As part of this 
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I. Remarks 

Claims 1-11 are pending in the subject application and are subject to a species election. 

II. Species Election 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has required restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to one of the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: a tissue-specific promoter selected from the 
HNF-3 albumin promoter in claim 4 and the TTR gene promoter in claim 5. 

Responsive to the requirement for an election of species, Applicants hereby elect the species 
"TTR gene promoter", which reads on claim 5. This election is without traverse to the extent that it is 
understood that the requirement will be withdrawn upon the finding of an allowable generic claim.
